HOLDING CONS TRCUT ION OF PORTABLE WIRELESS MACHINE 
Abridgment of the Specification : 

In FIGS. 1 and 2, reference numeral 1 denotes a 
portable wireless machine, and 2 a holder for holding the 
portable wireless machine 1. * 

The portable wireless machine 1 is formed with, at 
lower parts on both sides thereof, narrow grooves 11 opened 
downward. Further, a recess 12 is formed on the back 
thereof. 

The holder 2 comprises a holding portion 21 for 
directly holding the portable wireless machine 1, and a 
fixing portion 22 for fixing. the holding portion 21 within 
a vehicle chamber. The holding portion 21 is formed in the 
form of a box whose front surface is opened so as to receive 
a lower portion of the portable wireless machine 1, which 
is connected, at the lower portion, to the fixing portion 
22 by means of a hinge 23.' Further, on the inner surfaces 
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of both sides of the holding portion 21 are formed 
projections 24 { fitted in the narrow grooves 11 of the 
portable wireless machine 1. Further, on both sides of the 
holding portion 21 are formed laterally extending tongues 
25 by cut grooves 26, and hooks 21 are formed integrally 
with the end on the back of the tongues 25. 

On the other hand, the fixing portion 22 is formed, 
on both sides thereof, with engaging windows 28 engaged with 
the hooks 27. Further, in front of the fixing portion 22 
is supported a fitting body 30 by means of a spring 28, and 
the fitting body 30 is biased so as to be projected forward 
by the force of the spring 29. The fitting body 30 is 
exposed within the. holding portion 21 through a window 31 
provided on the holding portion 21, and can be fitted in 
the recess 12 of the portable wireless machine 1 through 
the window 31. Further, a leaf spring 32 is disposed in 
front close to the lower portion of the fixing portion 22 
to bias the holding portion 21 forward. 
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
